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IT WILL COME 


New York Prepares to Battle 
Against Cholera. 


Immigration From Infected European 
Ports Must Be Stopped. 


CONFERENCE OF THE MAYOR AND 
HEALTH OFFICIALS. 


They Expect an Invasion of the Plague 
Within a Few Days—Plans for Quaran- 
tine—-Many Ways by Which the Pest 
May Be Brought tothe United States— 
Alarm in England—Spreading at Ham- 
burg. 


New Yor«, Aug, 29.—The most important 
conference yet held by the authorities of 
this city regarding the impending approach 
of cholera to New York was the one which 
took place yesterday afternoon in Health Of- 
ficer Jenkins’ office at Quarantine. Itis now 
believed that cholera is surely drawing 
nearer to New york and thatit is only a ques- 
tion of a few weeks, perhaps a few days, 
when it will be at the gates of the city. 

Those at the conference were Mayor Grant, 
President Charles G. Wilsonof the Health 
Board; Dr. Jenkins, the Chief Inspector of 
the Bureau of Contagious Disease; Quaran- 
tine Commissioner Allen; President of the 
Police Board J. J. Martin, and Dr. Henry L. 
Bienfeld, who is in charge of Hoffman and 
Swinburne Islands. It was understood that 
among other subjects discussed was the in- 
spection of Hoffman and Swinburne Islands 
with a view tomake the appliances forthe 
care and disinfection of patients as effective 
@s possible before the arrival of cholera. 

Late on Saturday night President Martin 
telephoned to Quarantine Commissioner 
Allen asking permissionto usethe quaran- 
tine boat on Sunday. The permission was 
given. President Martin and the rest of the 
party arrived a little after 2 o’clock. The 
conference lasted about forty-five minutes, 
and then the party, accompanied by Dr.Jen- 
kins, started for quarantine boat State of 
New York, which lay atthe little dock. Be- 
fore they went on board they were asked by 
areporter what they had decided upon at 
the conference, Allhastened tosay that it 
hadonly been an informal discussion and 
that they believed that everything possible 
was being done to ward off the scourge. They 
admitted, however, that the matters dais- 
cussed were of vital importance. 

**I think,’’ said Mayor Grant, 
much precaution cannot be taken. As ex- 
Officio Quarantine Commissioner and as 
Mayor of the city Ifeelit tobe my duty to 
make myself acquainted with allthe details 
of the plans by which the best system of 
quarantine can*de maintained. Under the 
very efficient direction of Dr. Jenkins I be- 
leive that everything is being done possible 
to bring the quarantine system to perfec- 
tion.’’

TO STOP IMMIGRATION. 

President Wilson of the Health Board said 
he was a strong believer in immigration be- 
ing stopped on alllines which plied between 
New York and infected districts while there 
was the slightest danger from cholera. He 
believed that the greatest risk lay in cholera 
coming from other ports where the quaran- 
tine system was notasrigidas in New York. 

Mr. Wilson told the reporter that he had 
not made up his mind whatto do regarding 
using Riker’s Island for a hospital in case 
cholera should appear. He would consider 
the matter very carefully, he said. 

Health Officer Jenkins said he would con- 
tinue the quarantine regulations as at pres- 
ent enforced for at leasta year and perhaps 
for two years. 

‘*Even if cholera does not come to this 
country soon,’’ he said, ‘*it will be necessary 
to keepa strict watch, Itit keeps away for 
months there may be a relaxation of vigi- 
lance in other ports, which will render it all 
the more necessary to be vigilant here.’’ 

Just before the party entered the State of 
New York to visit Hoffman and Swinburne 
Islands, Dr. Roberts told a reporter that he 
agreed with Mr. Wilson that the greatest 
danger of cholera reaching this city was by 
way ofother ports. He believed that Congress 
should be asked to issue yery positive orders 
about the quarantining of ports. Dr. Bien- 
feld did not go on board the quarantine boat. 

The conference which took place inthe 
office of Dr. Jenkins was resumed on the way 
over to the islands. Every part of the islands 
was visited and the methods of fumigation 
and disinfection examined. The arrange- 
ments were approved, but it was understood 
that some new suggestions are to be adopted. 
Dr. Bienfeid, who has charge of the islands, 
told a reporter that all suspicious characters 
are to be detained on Hoffman Island and, 
when unmistakable evidence of cholera ap- 
pears, to have them taken to the Swinburne 
Island. Both islands, he said, were amply 
provided for all contingencies. There are 
accommodations for 800 patients on each,and 
there are very few patients there now. 

; Many people who expected friends from 
. Europe visited Quarantine yesterday, anx- 
ious to know when the ships on which they 
sailed were expected. Many ships from the 
infected districts are on the way here. 
RUNNING THE GAUNTLET. . 

Among the steamshipswhich arrived yester 
day was the Sorrento from Hamburg. She car- 
ried s48 steerage passengers, but there was no 
sickness on board. Every passenger had to 
run the gauntlet of inspectiongdy the quaran- 
tine doctors, and the baggage and effects of 
the passengers were aisinfected by steam. 
Other ships which arrived were El Callao 
from Ciudad, Bolivia; with four passengers; 
the East Gate from Progreso, Spain, with 
two cabin passengers; the Liandaff from 
Bristol, with nine cabin passengers; the 
Servia from Liverpool, the Othello from Ant- 
werp, the Lydian Monarch from London. No 
disease was found on any of these ships, and 
after the usual disinfection the ships were 
allowed to gototheir docks. The Balcarres 
Brooke from Santos was also among the ar- 
rivals. Capt. Harrison had yellow fever and 
small-pox during the voyage. He was 
nursed-by his wife and was quite well when 
the ship arrived here. No passengers were 
on board. 

The immigrants who arrived here on Sat- 
urnday on the steamship La Touraine, Russia, 
Gelert and Augusta Victoria were landed 
yesterday at Ellis Isiand, Among the pas- 
sengers on the Gellert were fifteen German 
artisans going to work at Chicago for the 
Gernwan exhibit at the World’s Fair. As

last night that the result of inspection was 
most satisfactory. ‘‘We visited both swin- 
burne and Hoffman Islands and we found 
everything in first-class condition. I feel 
sure that under the condition of affairs, 
should cholera visit quarantine, Dr. Jenkins 
will be well able to ‘ake care of it.’’ 


NOT A CASE OF CHOLERA. 

Anton Potzel, the Austrian who arrived in 
this city two or three weeks ago from Ham- 
burg, and who was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital yesterday afternoon, suffering from 
what at first was thought to be Asiatic 
cholera, but later was diagnosed as an acute 
attack of cholera morbus, was dressed and 
walking about the isolated tent at the hos- 

ital eafly this morning and looking for his 

reakfast. Potzel was put in the tent be- 
cause he said he had recently come from 
Hamburg. This was done as a matter of pre- 
caution. Last night the physicians had a 
consultation on his case and decided that he 
was only suffering from a severe attack of 
cholera morbus. 

DEPENDING ON QUARANTINE. 

The daily consultation of the local Health 
Board this morning was shorter than usual 
from the fact that they have now taken all 
the precautions to guarantee against cholera 
that they could think of. The Board of 
Health is depending largely upon. the 
efforts of the health officer, Dr. Jenkins, 
at Quarantine, to keep the disease from 
entering the city, but this morning the Au- 
ditor of the Surveyor’s Department met in 
the Custom-house and made a decided kick 
against the way the Cunard steamer Servia 
was inspected yesterday. He said: ‘‘She 
had on board nearly 500 cabin passengers and 
over 500 in the steerage. She entered Quar- 
antine at 2:36 p. m. and was passed by Dr. 
Jenkins and his assistants in thirty-eigh 
minutes, leaving for her dock at 3:16 p. m.’’ 

The Brooklyn health officials are using 
every precaution to guard against cholera in 
thatcity. The steamer Sarantos, which ar- 
rived dt Quarantine from Hamburg Aug. ll, 
is discharging her cargo of hides and skins. 

Aman named Samuel Drew, 45 years old, 
was taken sick with cholera morbus at 
Columbia place to-day. He was removed to 
a hospital. 

FLIES SPREAD CONTAGION. 

Dr. Paul Gibier of the Pasteur Institute 
has been through two cholera epidemics in 
Europe, has made many post mortem exam- 
inations of cholera victims and has studied 
the subject carefully. 

**I don’t think the cholera will make much 
trouble inthis country. Americans are not 
very susceptible to it, as they eat large quan- 
tities of meat. Vegetarians are more likely to 
catch cholerathan meat eaters. But when 
one’s stomach is in good order,and one does 
not drink like a horse there is very little dan- 
ve Acid lemonade is a good thing to drink. 

ne of the greatest dangers of cholera 
contagion is from files. In fact, I may say 
that cholera is principally transported by 
flies. They gather microbes and deposit them 
andthe contagion quickly spreads. I have 
been in cholera districts wherei/the multiplic- 
ity of files made it almost impossible to check 
the scourge.’’ ° 

Dr. Gibler was asked what he thought of 
Dr. Haffkine’s experiments with inoculation. 

**The experiments,’’ said he, ‘‘which have 
been made with the microbe of cholera will 
not prove anything as long as it has not been 
demonstrated that circuitous injection can 
preserve the subject operated upon from 
the infection through the alimentary canal. 
As it is not possible to experiment 
upon man it remains to find an 
animal that would be apt to contract the dis- 
ease inthe same way that the man does. I 
Gon’t think, therefore. that we can rely 
much upon the inoculatory method. That 
we don’t know moreabout cholera in this 
country is the fault of the public. They don’t 
take enough interest in it.’’ 

The following order is about to be issued by 
Health Officer Jenkins: ‘‘All vessels from 
cholera infected ports or carrying steer- 
age passengers from infected  \Ilocali- 
ties will be subjected to quarantine detention 
from two to five days. Passengers and their 
baggage will be transferred to Hoffman 
Istland, where they will receive a bath, while 
baggage and clothing are disinfected by 
steam. , 

**Immediately after such transfer the cargo 
will be disinfected. Passengers will then be 
returned to the vessel, and in the absence of 
any development of suspicious cases will be 
allowed to proceed to her dock. If the health 
officer is satisfied upon investigation that 
regulations have been carried out the above 
regulations will be modified. The 
above regulations will entail on this depart- 
ment anenormous amount of labor, but by 
the co-operation of the steamship companies 
it will be accomplished.’’ 

DENIAL FROM ANTWERP. 

A cablegram to-day from Antwerp to 
Messrs. Peter Wright & Son, agents 
of the Ked Star Line, directs 
them ‘‘to deny all rumors of cholera at Ant- 
werp. Only a few isolated cases of cholerine 
ped te hg and they are greatly exagger- 
ated.’ 


FEARS AN EPIDEMIC. 
A THOUSAND WAYS IN WHICH THE PLAGUE MAY 
COME TO US. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—‘‘Notwithstanding the 
statements to the contrary, 1 fear we shall 
have acholera epidemic in this country,’’ 
said Dr. John H. Abbott of Fall River, Mass., 
whois stopping in the city. ‘‘Everything 
points in that direction. It is more or less 
nonsensical to talk of perfect quarantine 
protection. Sucha thing is not likely to be 
obtained. In England, where the regulations 
are much stricter than they are here, two 
cases have crept in. Do we expect to be 
more fortunate? Apart from this question of 
quarantine you must recollect that there are 
means of carrying the dread disease to our 


shores other than those which attach to 
passenger or freight vessels entering our 
ports. If you were absolutely to cut off all 
personal contact with the countries where 
the scourge prevails there would still be 
danger of its reaching this land. 

‘*The germs travels by sea and land. It 
may come to us through the mail and 
through the thousandand one other ways 
which are the result of ourcommercial deal- 
ings with all nations. Therefore the most 
reasonabie thingto do is to hope cholera 
will not attack us and at the same time pre- 
pare to resist the attack. 

‘‘With reference to this preparation, a 
word may be notoutof reason. Food and 
drink are perbaps thetwo things to which 
each individual should attend. Let every- 
one, over and above all things, avoid fruit 
about which there is a_ suspicion 
of taint. The street vender should be 
shunned and canned fruits are not safe. 

‘**TJ recollect about six or seven years ago 
reading a lengthy discussion among the med- 
ical authorities of France as to the colic-pro- 
ducing qualities of a certain class of green 
peas, and it was generally admitted that 

reen peas were a source of considerable 
danger in time of cholera. Among the other 
things to be eschewed, however hard it may 
seem, are ice cream and icedarticles of every 
kind. As to intoxicants, you must Dear in 
mind the fact that they have a tendency to 
depress the system, and anything which 
brings about that result is bad. In addition 
to these hints every one should ‘‘keep a cool 
head and your feetfjwarm.’’ 


HAMBURG IMMIGRANTS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 29.—The steam- 
ship British Princess . from Liverpool 
for this port with 600 passengers 
aboard, 200 of whom are immigrants from 
Hamburg, was not boarded at the Delaware 
Breakwater this morning by United States 
officials, as had been intended, but passed up 


the bay without stopping. The reason for 
the failure to examine her is not known, but 
as a fresh breeze is reported it is belleved@ to 
be due to’ the poor facilities afforded the 
Government physicians for boarding pur. 
poses, their boat being considered unsafe ia 
a rough sea. 

The steamer will be detained at the State 
quarantine, about ten miles below this city, 
however. Her disinfection will occupy sev: 
eral days. 

The steamer British Princess was stopped 
at the Lazaretto shortly before 2 o’clock 
this afternoon by the health inspector 
and her surgeon reported everybody well. 
A preliminary examination revealed no 
suspicious cases of sickness on the 
ship. The work of landing the baggage of 
her passengers was begun at once and 
both are now undergoing a thorough fumi- 
gation, The steamer will be detained at least 
until to-morrow noon, when the Board ofr 
Health will meet and decide as to the

It decided, how- 
ever, that the cargo from Hamburg and 
Havre stopped by the United States authori- 
ties last week should remain in storage in the 
city for the present. 

To-morrow a revenue cutter will be sta- 
tioned at the Delaware Breakwater for 
the use of the Government inspectors, 
who will board every in-bound vessel and 
detain any ship infected with cholera. 


STATE BOARDS OF HEALTH. 
CONCORD, N.H., Aug. 29.—Dr. J. N. Mc 
Cormick of Bowling Green,’ Ky., President, 
and Dr. Probst, Secretary of the National 
Conference of the State Boards of Health, 
and Dr. J. A. Watson of this city, Secretary 
of the American Public Health Association, 


will go to Quebec on Tuesday next, where 
they will make an examination of the quar- 
antine arrangements and regulations in force 
there and makean investigation as to what 
means are being used by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to protect the country from an in- 
vasion of cholera. 


DETAINED ON THE SHIP. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 29.—The Cunard 
steamer Cephalonia, which docked at East 
Boston yesterday morning from Liverpool, 
had one case of sickness on board. A saloon 


passenger, a lady of Boston, was suddenly 
taken ill Saturday, and asa precautionary 
measure against cholera she was detained on 
board the ship to await further develop- 
ments. 


ANXIETY IN ENGLAND, 


THE CREW OF THE GERONA MAY SPREAD THE 


CHOLERA. 


Lonpon, Aug. 29.—A large amount of indig- 
nation has been caused by the announce- 
ment that the crew of the Gerona, which ar- 
rived at Middlesborough, Yorkshire, from 
Hamburg, was unwisely allowed to scatter 
totheirhomes. The Geronaisthe steamer 
whose crew appearedto beallright when 
they landed, but one of whose seamen was 
seized with cholera soon after and died last 
night. The population of Middlesborough is 
unfortunately in altogether too favorable a 
condition for the spread of cholera, owing to 
the destitution and want and consequent 
physical debility cause d among thousands of 
the inhabitants by the recent strikes in the 
coal regions whick supplied the iron and 


other industries of Middlesborough. The 
local sanitary authorities are now doing what 
they canto preventany serious result from 
their carelessness by tracingup and ascer- 
taining the condition of every member of the 
Gerona crew here. 

The steamship companies at Glasgow have 
telegraphed to their European agents to sus- 
pend for the present the acceptance of any 
immigrants by the Glasgow lines for Amer!- 
can and other destinations abroad. Consid- 
erable apprehension already exists in Glas- 
gow in regardtothe Russian and other im- 
migrants who have recently arrived to take 
passage. 

Chief Engineer Walker of the steamer 
Gerona, which arrived at Middlesborough 
from Hamburg yesterday, died of cholera to- 
day at Dundee, 

The news has created a tremendous sensa- 
tion, not only in Dundee, but everywhere else 
where members of the Gerona’s crew have 
gone. The national sanitary authorities are 
inguiring as to the remainder of the crew. 

At Southampton many complaints are be- 
ing made in view ofthe danger of infection 
onthe Trans-Atlantic and other steamers 
and the authorities are not taking adequate 
precautions to guard against cholera. Fish- 
ing vessels arrive from affected coasts and 
go without any inspection being made of 
them. 

With the assertions and denials made re- 
garding the presence of cholera in England 
it will be hard to decide whether the 
cholerine cases that have occurred have been 
the true Asiatic cholera or not. In some 
quarters it is positively asserted that there 
is doubt that true cholera has effected an en- 
trance into the country, while on the other 
hand it is just as positively asserted that the 
disease is nothing but simple cholera, from 
which no danger need be apprehended. 

Dr. Whitcomb, the sanitary officer at 
Gravesend who inspected the steamer 
Gemma which arrived there from Hamburg 
on Thursday last and three of whose passen- 
gers subsequently died from what was said 
tobe Asiatic cholera, emphatically denies 
thatthe disease was the dreaded Eastern 
scourge. He attended all three of the victims 
in the hospital and says that they died from 
cholerine. He further says that the eml- 
grants on the Gemma were not of the poorest 
class but were greatly superior tothe general 
run of foreign Jews who arrived here. In 
some quarters itis held that it is nonsense 
for the quarantine officials to act on the 
supposition that itis only the pecullar cases 
of passengers which can convey the con- 
tagion. Itisdeclared that the sickness on 
the steamer Laura was due to acute 
diarrhea and notto cholera. The Laura is 
the vessel that arrived at Lynn last Friday 
with two suspicious cases of sickness on 
board. The health officials would allow none 
of the passengers to land but ordered the 
Laura to put back to sea. 

Notwithstanding the denials made of the 
presence of cholerainthe country the resi- 
dents of Gravesend were thrown intoa state 
of excitement to-day by the arrival there of 
two emigrant steamers, one of which was 
from Hamburg, while the other was bound 
for Hamburg. The steamer from Hamburg 
was the Portia. She was subjected toa most 
rigid examination and all the passengers 
were mustered up for an examination. Not 
a trace of cholera was found. The steamer’s 
physician reported the death of a baby on 
the voyage. Later it was found that the 
child had died from some infantile complaint. 
As the Portia and her passengers were found 
to be free of infection all the emigrants were 
allowed to land at Tilbury, opposite Graves- 
end. They all belonged tothe poorer classes 
of emigrants. 

A London firm has received an order from 
the authorities of Hamburg for 38,000 gallons 
of disinfecting fluid and thirty-five tons of 
disinfecting powder. 

The Evening News has reopened the agita- 
tion against the entry of pauperaliens. It 
demands that the Government issue an order 
to prevent the entry of imports or immi- 
grants from cholera infected ports, It adds 
that several of the immigrants from the 
steamer Portia have now gone tothe east 
end of London, where they will probably de- 
velop the cholera in the next few aays and 
become centers from which death will spread 
through the city. 

A steamer belonging to the same company 
as the Portia has been in quarantine at Cux- 
haven, northwest of Hamburg, for a week, 
owing to two deaths from cholera having oc- 
curred on board of her. This steamer is ex- 
pected to arrive at Gravesend to-night with 
alarge number of poor emigrants. The in- 
habitants of Gravesend are awaiting her ar- 
rival with much apprehension, It is feared 
that should an outbreak of the disease occur 
at Gravesend it would have grave results. 

Ifallthe deaths that are being reported 
from Asiatic cholera are true there is nodoubt 
of Great Britain having a visitation of the 
dreadful scourge. From Gravesend, Swansea, 
Glasgow;and Dundee, towns in England 
Scotiand and Wales, reports come o 
death from the effects of the § dis- 
ease, showin the efforts of the 
health officials to oe it out of 
the country have proved fruitiess. And now 
this afternoon comos the report that a per- 
son has died from Asiatic cholera 
at Bolton, twelve miles northwest 
of Manchester. The place is one 
of the principal seats of the English cotton 
manufactures and thousands of miil opera- 
tives live there. The permission given by 
the health officials at Middlesborough 
for the landing of the crew 
ofthe steamer Cerona from Hamburg prom- 
ises to haye most serious results. As an- 
nounced in these dispatches the vessel was 
placed in quarantine after one of 
the crew had been foundto be suffering 
with cholera, and was immediately 
moved to the Cholera 
The appearance of the 
Swansea awakened the port authorities 
to the responsibilities of their position anda 
meeting was summoned to decide upon meas- 
= for the prevention of any further in- 
vasion.

PUBLIC NOTICES IN BERLIN. 
BERLIN, Aug. 29.—In accordance with 
the announced policy of the Kaiser 
to let the public know all about the 
progress and extent of the cholera 
visitation, offictal orders have been posted 


throughout the city announsing that Asiatic 
cholera exists here and containing exhaust- 
ive advice to the public on the subject of 
sanitary arrangements. The authorities are 
everywhere enjoining the strictest observ- 
ance of sanitary regulations, and streets are 
being cleaned with mofe than usual thor- 
ougness. 

Dr. Harris Graham, an American physcian 
who has had some experience with the 
cholera, is organizing the American students 
into a body to act as nurses in the event of 
cholera becoming epidemic in this city. 

A woman by the name of Frohner, who ar- 
rived from Hamburg on Friday last, died of 
Asiatic cholera at’the Nesbit Hospital. 

The Governor of Schleswig-Holstein has 
prohibited the holding of markets through- 
out the province for the present. 


COLOMBIA PORTS CLOSED. 

PANAMA, Via Galveston, Aug. 29.—The fed- 
eral authorities of the United States of Col- 
ombia to-day issued an ordeg closing the 
ports on the Atlantic Coast of Colombia to all 
vessels arriving from ports infected with 


cholera. This puts a stop atonce tocom 

merce with Germany, France and Belgium, 
so faras conducted through Antwerp, Ham- 
burg, Havre and other places where cholera 
is Known or suspected to exist. 


THE PLAGUE IN PARIS. 

Paris, Aug. 29.—Twenty persons suffering 
from choleric disorders were admitted tothe 
hospitals here yesterday. Prof. Peter, the 
head physician of one of the hospitals, de- 


Clares that there have been cases of Asiatic 
cholera in Paris. He says he believes that 
the disease originated in the Naterre Poor- 
house. 


RAVAGING RUSSIA. 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 29.—The official 
cholera returns from all the infected dis- 
tricts show thaton Friday 4,767 new cases 
and 2,324 deaths were reported.

THE WAR NOT OVER. 


A Mountaineer’s Rifle Disturbs Relig- 
ious Services at Coal Creek. 
~ 


SHOTS FIRED AT THE CAMP INTERRUPT 
THE SERMON. 


A Scouting Party Fails to Capture the 
Daring Sharpshooters—~How Gilbert G. 
Rice’s Hair Was Turned White-—Tied 
to a Freight Car end Sent Whirling 
Down a Mountain Grade. 


CoaL OREEK, Tenn., Aug. 29.-—-Not a day 
passes over Coal Creek without its sensa- 
tion. While the brave boys in blue were 
gathered upon a grassy hillside beneath some 
grand old oaks yesterday Hstening to an able 
sermon by Rev. Dr. Ramsey of Murfrees- 
boro, Chaplain of the First Regiment, and 
enjoying a glorious Sabbath day, the services 
were rudely broken in upon by the sharp 
cracks ofarifie on the mountain side above 
and the ‘‘ping’’ of several bullets as they 
passed close to the heads of the crowd. 

As alleyes were turned toward the direc- 
tion from whence came the sound;a lone 
sharpshooter, dressed in dark clothes and 
slouch hat, was’seen for a moment, and then 
disappeared behind the rocks. Col, Olark at 
once dispatched an order to Capt. Roach of 
the First Regiment to send a volunteer corps 
after the sharpshooter. The Captain him- 
self scurried up the mountain side and soon 
sighted the man, but he was then disappear- 
ingaway up on the mountain, and three 
shots from the Captain’s gun failed to bring 
him down. 

The appearance of this scout of the miners 
immediately after the return of partof the 
militia may have a great deal of significance, 
for there are well-founded reports of large 
numbers of miners hidden away in the 
mountain fastnesses. 

Itis a puzzling question at headquarters 
whether or not to send a squad on the difficult 
scout over into the mountains, where the 
mountaineer miners would have such a tre- 
mendous advantage over thetroops, Rein- 
forcements are now on their way here and 
will arrive to-morrow, 

It has been decided to transfer several com- 
panies to Clinton, the county seat, where all 
the trials will take place during the first week 
nSeptember. There is still a scouting squad 
at Oliver Springs capturing prisoners. 

Gen. Carnes issued an order Saturday that 
all men who were filling positions which de- 
manded their return home could be tur 
loughed. So 300 left. They took back to 
Nashville two fleld pieces. Some 200 troops 
are still here. They have changed their 
camp to the top ofa hill near the depot, and 
have one Gatling gun and one fleld piece. 
There are still more than 100 prisoners at 
Coal Creek who are being examined as fast 
as possible. Several were released on dond. 
It is probable that some will go to jail and 
await the meeting of courtin September, It 
is now believed that the law has fully tri- 
umphed, 


TURNED HIS HAIR WHITE, 


THE TREATMENT OF GILBERT GRUE RICE BY 
EAST TENNESSEE MINERS. 


NEW YOrK, Aug. 29.—Gilbert Grue Rice, the 
man whose sufferings at the handsof a mob 
of East Tennessee miners did so much in the 
recent strike to turn sentiment against the 
strikers, was the center ofa group of friends 
at the Grand Central Depot yesterday after- 
noon. He arrived early inthe morning from 
Baltimore on his way to Boston to consult 
specialists as to a peculiar ailment which 
followed his treatment at the hands ofthe 
miners and which has defied the skill of the 


physicians he has so far consulted. 

Rice is a peculiar sy man of large 
muscular frame, now wasted by illness, al- 
though his carriage is still that of a moun: 
taineer. His cheekbones are high and promi- 
nent, his moustache longand drooping, and 
he speaks slowly witha slight flavor of Ten- 
nessee dialect. Heis only 37 years old, but 
his hair is white. Toa reporter Mr. Rice 
gave a description ofthe thrilling scenes in 
which he so narrowly escaped death. 

‘‘AboOut a month ago,’’ said he, ‘‘when 
trouble was brewing at the mines I visited 
Altamont, Tenn., to purchase land in the 
neighborhood, I spent some days 
there. One 1 determinnd on a 
piece of between the North 
Carolina line and St. Louts Railroad and Elk 
River. I clibmed the side of a mountain, blaz- 
ing the trees along the route. There was no 
path and I relied on the blaze marksto get 
back. On my return I lost my way and wan- 
dered about, vainly trying to find the blazed 
path. It was nearly dark when I heard 
voices ahead of me. Isawa group of miners 
talking with two men with demijohns. I saw 
that it was a secret meeting of some sort,and 
as the men looked bad, I thought best to get 
away quickly, but I stepped on atwig which 
cracked and in a moment Ahey were upon 
me and 1 was dragged back to the clearing. 

‘*From their conversation I found that 
they were a band of strikers, who had come 
into the forest to negotiate with illicit dis- 
tillers forasupply of liquor. The two men 
with the demijohns were men ofthe still, 
and had brought samples with them. Iwas 
at once searched from head to foot. AsI had 
my hunting clotheson, I had no papers in my 
possession. This seemed proof positive to 
my captorsthatI was a spy. © miners 
were strongly under the influence of liquor, 
and were for killing me at once, but the 
moonshiners, who were sober and cool 
headed, protested, saying it would oniy 
bring downon them the wrath ofthe Goy- 
ernment, 

‘*Finaily the miners took me tothe mining 
camp. There] was kepta prisoner several 
days in hopes that I would give some details 
of the convict camp with which they sup- 
posedI was acquainted, I frankly admit 
that I lied about the matter and gave much 
pretenses information in exchange for food. 

jut afterthe miners had madea charge, 
based on my misleading information, and 
were repulsed most severely, their angér 
Knew no bounds. Cross examination elicited 
the fact that I had never visited the convict 
camp, and the miners determined to make an 
example of me that would make: the other 
prisoners tremble. 

**A meeting was held and the most painful 
and iguominious death was discussed. The 
meeting was hela near an old freight car that 
had been side-tracked on a steep incline, and 
its presence offered a suggestion that was 
quickly acted upon, One of the miners had 
brought-a strong lariat of tough cowhide. It 
was decided to tie me by the neck to one end 
of the lariat and fasten the other end to 
the an and then set the car rolling down the 

rade. 

‘‘The decision was quickly carried out. 
The noose was drawn about my neck and the 
brakes loosened. One of the miners dropped 
the noose from my neck to my waist. As the 
car started the lariat straightened outand I 
took a step forward, and then others, th I 
found it difficult tokeepup. The sides of the 


track were lined with a jeering mob n- 
ers. As the car passes a Cheed’ whale . 
At acurve inthe road 1 was lost to their 
sight. Another curve loomed up ahead and I 
closed my eyes in seeps: There was a sud- 
den turn asthe car flew around and at the 
end of the taut lariat I felt 
myself fiying through space. I had gone 
onatangentand the rope attached to the 
car struck a telegraph ® with a sudden- 
ness that made me digzy. wound 
itself rapidly around the pole. 
sharp report as the t parted 
As I swang 
— shorter until I was 


from the lariat which had torn the flesh 
about my loins into shreds. Two ribs were 
broken and I was bruised allover. I founda 
squatter’s hut and two days later was in 
Knoxville. I have been very ill ever since. 
My weight has fallen from 205 pounds, three 
weeks ago, to 150 now and the shock has 
turned my hair white.’’ 


EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 


CONSTRUCTION PLACED UPON IT BY THE AT- 
TORNEY-GENERAL. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—In response to 
& request from the Acting Secretary of War 
the Attorney-General has rendered an 
opinionas to the application ofthe eight. 
hour law tocertain work and employes un- 
der the War Department. The Attorney- 
General in his opinion says: 

In view of the previous legislation upon the 
subject of the alleged evils sought to be cor- 
rected, and in deference to the legislative 
understanding and purpose apparent in de- 
bate and reports of committees while the act 
was under consideration, the act  it- 
self without violence to its language being 
susceptible of either construction. Iam con- 
strained to hold that the law, as to labor 
and mechanicsinthe direct employment of 
the Government and of the District of Colum- 
bia is general, and that the limitation to 
public works applies only to such persons as 
are in the employ of contractors and sub- 
contractors. 

As to your second question, pertaining to 
particular employes, I beg to stggest that its 
answer depends upon matters of fact not 
stated and not within my cognizance. Ifthe 
employes named are ordinary laborers or 
mechanics, working for the Government for 
wages, under ordinary conditions the law 
would seem to apply. 


PINKERTON SPIES AT HOMESTEAD. 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., Aug. 29.—It was learned 
to-day that the Pinkerton Agency some time 
ago sent men into the mill as non-union men. 
These men deserted in small squads and 
entered the strikers’ ranks. They have, it is 
said, gathered considerable evidence against 
participants in the riot of July 5, against 
whom they will maxe informations. It is 
also said they have discovered the hidin 
place of the captured rifles and will procee 
against those who have possession of them. 


LOCKED-OUT GRANITE CUTTERS. 

QUINCY, Mass., Aug. 29.—AnN arrangement 
goes into effectto-day by which the terms of 
credit to the locked-out granite cutters will 
be limited to thirty days by all members of the 
Quincy Grocers’ Association. The movement 
has frequently been urged by the granite 
manufacturers, who are now satisfied that 
the men will be speedily starved into sub- 
mission. It is not improbable that the union 
may establish co-operative stores. 


SHOVELERS’ STRIKE. 
SPRINGFIELD, O., Aug. 29.—Forty team- 
sters and 100 shovelers employed onthe city 


paving have struck for higher wages. Con- 
tractor Whitely says he will import labor 
and the strikers threaten violence. 


ONLY AN ECHO. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 29.—There is nothing 


left of the great railroad strike. Everything 
is quiet in the yards. 


HARRISON’S PROGRAMME. 


Going to Ophir Farm to Write His Letter 
of Acceptance. 

NEw YORK, Aug. 29.—It was announced at 
Republican National Headqvarters to-day 
that President Harrison would be in New 
York on Wednesday night. The President 


upon his arrival here, it is said at Republican 
headquarters to-day, would probably an- 
nounce his programme for the coming cam- 
paign. It is belleved that he will not remain 
in town overafew days. He will stay for 
the most time at the residence of Whitelaw 
Reid at Ophir Farm. Itis thought probable 
that President Harrison and Mr. Reld’s let- 
ters of acceptance will be written there.

SOCIALISTS’ PLATFORM. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE CONVENTION 
HELD IN NEW YORK. 


NEw York, Aug. 29.—The National Conven- 
tion of Socialists adopted yesterday the fol- 
lowing platform: 3 


1. Reduction of the hours of labor in proportion 
to the progress of production. 

2. The United States shall obtain possession of the 
railroads. canals, telegraphs, telephones and other 
means of public transportation and commupbication. 

3. The municipalities to obtain possession of the 
local railroaas, ferries, water-works, gas-works, 
electric plants and all industries requiring municipal 
franchises. 

4. The public lands to be «declared inalienable, 
Reversion of all land grants to corporations or indi- 
viduals, the conditions of which have not been com- 
plied with. 

5. Legal incorporation by the States of local 
trades unions which have no national organiza- 
tion. 

6. The United States to have the exclusive righs to 
issue money. 

7. Congressional legislation providing for the 
scientific management of forests and waterways and 
prohibiting the waste of the natural resources of the 
country. 

8. Inventions to be free to all; the inventors to be 
remunerated by the nation. 

9. Progressive income tax and tax on inheritances; 
the smaller incomes tobe po 

10. school education of all children under 14 years 
of age to be compulsory, gratuitous and accessibie to 
all by public assistance in meals, clothing and books 
where reeatesag gp? Le 

11. Repeai ofail pauper, tramp, conspiracy and 
sumptuary jaws. Unabridged rightof combination. 
#12. Official statistics concerning the condition of 
labor. Prohibition of the employment of children 
of school age and of the employment of female lanor 
in occupations detrimental to health or morality. 
Abolition of the convict labor contract system. 

#13. All wages to be paid in lawful money of the 
United States. Equalization of woman’s wages with 
those of men where equal service is performed. 

14. Laws for the protection of lile and limp in all 
et aaa and an eflicient employer's iiability 
aw. 


The political demands are as follows: 


1. The people to havethe rightto propose laws 
and to vote upon all measures ot importance, accord- 
ing to the referendum principle. 

2. Abolition of the presidency, vice-presidency 
and Senate of the United States. An executive 
board to be established, whose members are tobe 
elected, and may at any time be recalled by the 
House of Hepresentatives,as theonly legisiative 
body. The Statesand municipalities to opt cor- 
responding amendmentsto their constitutions and 
statates. 

3. Municipal self-government, 

4. Direct vote and secret ballots in all elections. 
Universal right of suffrage without regard to color, 
creed or sex; election days to be legal holidays. 
The principle of minority representation to be in- 
trodiaced. 

5. All public officers to be subject to reeall by 
their respective constituencies. 

6. Uniform civil and criminal law throughout the 
United States.

FIVE MEN KILLED. 


Disastrous Collision ona Belgian Rail 
road. 


ENGINEER, FIREMAN AND THREE PA& 
SENGERS CRUSHED. 


Consul-General Sewell and Sixteen Others 
Seriously Injured—Eleven Sailors Lost 
in a Marine Disaster—OCaught by the 
Rapids and Drowned—A Day’s Casual: 
ty Record. 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 29.—A disastrous accident 
occurred about 9 o’clock to-day on the rall- 
way near Brussels, The expresstrain from 
Ostend to Brussels was near Lieghem and 
Schaerbek when the ordinary accommoda- 
tion train trom Brussels to Antwerp came 
along. By some oversight on the part of the 
linemen the two trains came in collision, 
killing five persons and injuring sixteen 
others. ° 

The express was most seriously damaged. 
One coach was crushed to pieces. The pas- 
sengers in this carriage were mostly persons 
of good positionand distinction. Three of 
them were killed, A. Jeslin, Consul-General 
at Brussellof the Orange Free State, was 
among the injured, and it is feared that sev- 
eral of the injured will die. 

The locomotive of the express was also 
badly damaged inthecollision and the firee 
man and engineer werecrusned to death. 
Other first-class carriages were damaged, 
and the second and third-class coaches were 
uninjured. News was atonce sent to Brus- 
sels and a train loaded with railway officials 
and workmen was forwarded tothe scene. The 
dead were broughtto the city and the ‘in- 
jured attended toon the spot, the most 
severely hurt being conveyed to their homes 
orto the hospital. An inquiry has been in- 
stituted as to the cause of the disaster. 

King Leopold of Belgium was on the next 
train from Ostend following that which wag 
wrecked.

Attempt to Assassinate Farmer Noland 
Near Independence. 


’ A POSSE OF CITIZENS HUNTING FORT 
CRIMINAL. : 


Battle With Burgiars in an Illinois Town 
Called to the Door and Shot—KEilled 
at a Dance—Robbed by Thugs in Kan- 
sas COlty—-Two Cutting Affrays—The 
Criminal Calendar. 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo,, 29.—A cowardly at- 
tempt to assassinate a prominent young 
farmer named Oscar Noland took place Sat- 
urday night late ata lonely spot five miles 
east ofthis city. The assassin is supposed to 
be a discharged farm hand who had threat- 
ened Noland’slife. The murderous attack 
was well planned, but the shot failed to do its 
mission. A well prepared ambush near the 
road had been fixed up with water and food 
and indicated that the fellow had been on the 
watch for Noland for several days. 

The ball passed through the rumpof the 
horse and into Noland’s thigh, producing 
what may terminate in a fatal wound. 
Shortly after the attack an armed posse 
made a search forthe assassin in the woods 
round about, but failed to find him The 
neighborhood is excited and should he be ap- 
prehended lynching will follow. 


FOUL PLAY FEARED. 

NEW ORLEANS, La, ’ Aug. 29.—Capt, K. 
Rineman of the steamer Hispania, of which 
J. L. Phipps & Co. are agents, left on a leave 
of absence on July 22to visit his brother, J.

The second scrape was an attack on Charles 
Lander, a liveryman, by Lee Reynolds, who 
was refused a carriage because he was 
drunk. Lander was cut in the breast, but 
not fatally. 


KILLED AT A DANCE. 

HAUGHTON, La., Aug. 29.—Three men were 
killed at Alien Bros.’ mill last night in a fight 
at a dance, Maurice Miller and Bob and John 
Carter. Miller was on the floor with Ida 


Pilkinton when Bob Carter came up and said: 
**This is our set.’’ 

She said *‘No,’’ and Bob said ‘‘You area 
liar.’’ whereupon Miller knocked him aown. 
Then John fired three shots at Miller, all tak- 
ingeffect. Miller seized John, ther Bob cut 
Miller in the back. Miller drew his knife and 
went to work on both. The fight lasted about 
@ive minutes, atthe end of which Bob and 
John Carter were both dead. Miller dieda 
few hours later. When he was undressed 
twenty-four knife wounds and three bullet 
wounds were found.

O’MEARA’S DENIAL. 


The Nominee for Lieutenant-Governor 
Explains His Labor Record. 


HE DOES NOT BELIEVE THAT THE WORK- 
INGMEN WILL OPPOSE HIM. 


But One Lock-Out in Sixty-seven Years 
and That Settled in Short Order—Col. 
Stone Resting Up for iTo-Morrow’s Big 
Meeting in Sedalia—News at the Head- 
quarters—Political Matters. 


John B. O’Meara, the Democratic nomi. 
nes for Lieutenant-Governor, takes excep- 
tion to statements published in a morning 
paper. He was at the State Democratic 
headquarters this morning and when asked 
concerning» the report that there was a 
secret fight being waged against him by the 
organized labor assemblies, he said he did 
not believe it, because he had been assured 
of the friendly support of the various unions 
that are directly connected with his busi- 
ness. 

‘*"In the heat of political contests,’’ he 
said, ‘‘it is impossible to notice everything 
that is charged against a person, but when 
absolute untruths are stated it behooves one 
to have them corrected in time so as to pre- 
vent false impressions among friends. In 
the first place, Inever imported any labor in 
my life, but employed the first that came to 
hand, and in the second it was not owing to 
any boycott on my quarries that I made the 
voluntary concessions which I did. There 
was no boycott that I know of and 
I gave the men the concesstons. in 
a purely voluntary sense, feeling that Iwas 
simply doing an act of justice. Furthermore 
this was immediately after an election and at 
atime when I had no political aspirations 
whatever. It was fully eighteen months later 
when I was solicited by parties elsewhere in 
the State to become a candidate for Lieuten- 
ant Governor. This strike was the only one 
our firm has ever had during an existence of 
sixty-seven years. It lasted but two months 
and the men who led this strike are to-day 
among the best friends I have in my calvass. 

I have no fear of the working people in this 
race and honestly believe I will fare as weil 
as any other candidate. This I can promise, 
that if elected they will, so far as I amcon- 
cerned, receive just and fairtreatment. I 
have not nowand never had the slightest 
prejudice against organized labor, despite 
whatever reports are circulated to do me 
injury.’’ 


Stone Will Meet Any Issue. 

Col. W.J. Stone sat in the Democratic 
State headquarters inthe Laclede Hotel this 
morning talking with Col, J. Griff Prather. 
Col. Stone though suffering with a painful 


cold, was nevertheless in a pleasant mood. 
One of the callers suggested Warner’s speech 
at Jefferson City Saturday in which he at- 
tempted toreply to Col. Stone’s St. Louis 
address. Col, Stone smiled and 
said any reply he had to make 
to the Republican nominee for Governor 
would be fromthe stump.

Warher might raise in 
the campaign. He will leave to-night ac- 
companied by John B. O’Meara and several 
members of the State Committee for Sedalia, 
where a big demonstration isto be held to- 
morrow.

SHE TOLD TWO STORIES OF HER ER- 
RAND TO THE BARN,

Testimony of Miss Russell, Who Was 
CaHed to the Scene of the Crime— 
Mre. Churchill Describes How Lizzie 
Acted When Announcing the Dis- 
covery of the Murder. 


FALL RIVER, Mass,, Aug. 29 —The hearing 
in the Borden case was continued this morn- 
ing. Miss Lizzie passed a fairly restful 
night andthis morning was visited by her 
sister Emma, who stayed with her until the 
hour for court arrived. 

Mrs, A. B. Churchill was the first witness 
called. She lives next to the Bordens on the 
north side of the street, and she remembered 
well the day of the tragedy. She first 
remembered her attention being .called to 
the affairwhen saw Bridget going for Dr. 
Bowen. About the same time she saw Lizzie 
Standing against the side of the door, appar- 
ently distressed about something. 

**l opened the window and asked her what 
was the matter, and she said: ‘Oh, Mrs, 
Churchill, do come over; somebody has 
killed father.’ 

**l went over and asked her where her fa- 
ther was, and she replied: ‘In the sitting- 
room,’ Iasked her where she was when it 
happened, and she said she was in the barn 
looking for something for sinkers.’’ 

The time as nearas witness could recollect 
was about ll o’clock. Witness asked Lizzie 
where her mother was and she sald her 
mother had a note to go somewhere, but she 
did not know but that she 
had + been killed too, She wished 
somebody would gO and try to 
find her for she thought she had come in 
since. She said her father must have an 
enemy, for every oneinthe house had been 
Sick. Witness described the dress which 
Lizzie wore on that day as a dark blue cotton 
cloth dress. 

Mr. Jennin€s subjected Mrs. Churchilltoa 
severe cross-examination. Witness said that 
when she got inside the house Lizzie was so 
much agitated that she fanned her fearing 
that she would faint. Witness could not re- 
member that there was the least sign 
of blood on  Lizgzie’s dress, hands or 
face at the time she first saw 
her; her hair was ‘‘done up’’ and appeared 
not to be disarranged in the slightest and 
there was no indication of anything in her 
appearance that any changes had been made 
since she arose. 

Miss Alice M. Russell, the next witness,said 
she had known Lizzie about eleven years. 
She thought on the day of the murder 


that it was 11:15 when she first heard of the 
affair. She went to the house and found 
Lizzie leaning against the door. Witness 
could not remember how Lizzie was dressed, 
but did remember Lizzie telling her in an- 
swer to a question that she went into 
the barn of iron 
or tin with, 
Witness could not tell which window she 
wanted tofix. Witness was a frequent vis- 
itor at the Borden house and was always re- 
ceived in the guest room; sometimes she 
would go twoor three times a week, some- 
times two or three weeks would elapse be- 
fore she would go and she never remembered 
seeing Mrs. Borden In that room. 

It is quite evident that the evidence of Miss 
Russell has made considerable of an im- 
pression upon the defense, and when she had 
finished her direct examination Liz- 
zie’s counsel put their heads to- 
rether and allowed the witness to sit down 
ora moment. On cross-examination Miss 
Russell said she bathed Lizzie’s face after 
she went in and saw no signs of blood onit, 
nor did she see any on any of her cloth- 
ing. She could see no signs of any undue ex- 
ertion about Lizzie, nor was she panting as 
though exhausted. Witness was positive 
that Lizzie did not goup-stairs before the offi- 
cers went,because she remembered the officers 
asking her questions. she remembered the 
officers going up to Lizzie’s room and finding 
itlocked, of their pulling the door open, and 
of her questioning to be allowed to 100K in 
first, because she did not Know .what con- 
dition it wasin. She looked in and finding it 
all right she let them in, 

Miss Lucy Collet testified that she was 
sopplne at Dr. Chagdon’s house on the day 
ofthe murders from 11:10 until 12 o’clock, 
noon ; she sat on the piazza all the time, be- 
cause from where she sat she said she could 
see allof the yard of the Bordens. During 
the time she was there she saw no one pass- 
ing in the yard. 

On cross-examination witness admitted 
that she was where she could not see the 
whole Borden yara, but she was sure that if 
anybody had entered the yard she would have 
heard them. 

At this point court took a recess. 

After recess Eli Bence, a drug clerk, testi- 
filed that Lizzie Borden called at his store 
three times the day beforethe murder for 
prussic acid and was refused.

The Pompadour Fugilist Goes Back on His 
Defi—Row With McCaffrey. 
New York, Aug. 29.—James J. Corbett, the 


California pugilist, and Dominick McCaffrey, ) 


who is acting as boxing instructor in the 
Manhattan Athletic Club, nearly came to 
blows this morning at the Madison Square 
Garden, where Corbett is giving exhibitions 
to-day. 

McCaffrey came to the garden to accept 
an offer that hasappeared in several papers 
by which Corbett was to stop McCaffrey 
in four rounds on Sept. 12, atthe Manhattan 
Athleti¢ Club. McCaffrey had, In interviews, 
criticised Corbett freely and predicted that 
John L. Sullivan would defeat him. Corbett 
in replying had stated th at he would knock 
the professor out before his own pupils fora 
purse of $2,000 if the club would offerit. The 
feeling between the men was therefore Dit- 
ter. At the garden to-day Mc- 
Caffrey was accompanied by Captain 
Van Schaick of the Manhattans, who 
said he would give the $2,000 purse and a bet 
of $5,000 that Corbett could not stop Mc- 
Caffrey within the four rounds, Corbett 
denied that he had made ‘‘any such offer,’’ 
whereupon McCaffrey exclaimed: 

‘*Why it has beenin all the papers,’’ at the 
same time tapping Corbett on the arm witha 
folded newspaper that he was carrying, 

**Don’t you touch me,’’ cried Corbett, ex- 
citedly. ‘‘Keep that paper off me,’’ and 
with that he moved his chair on which he 
sat facing the back close up to McCaffrey. 

‘Does it hurt you, Jim?’’ asked Dominick, 
sarcastically. 

At that Corbett made a move as though to 
draw back his right hand fora blow, but his 
better judgment prevailed and he remarked: 
‘*Don’t try to monkey with me, or I’ll chuck 
you out of that window.’’ 

‘*Ob, I guess I can protect myself,’’ replied 
McCaffrey. 

Then Corbett demanded to know if McCaf- 
frey had stated that the Californian had 
beaten him only by a scratch when they met 
in Brooklyn three years ago. McCaffrey 
would not answer directly and Corbett, who 
was very nervous, called him a coward. 
Capt. Van Schaick appealed to the men to 
control themselves, and Corbett told 
him to shut up. James was cer- 
tainly on a very. high horse as a 
man who istrained up toa high tension is 
aptto be. He finally offered to box McCaf- 
frey four rounds before theclubd givingthe 
largest purse. He would bet the amount of 
the purse that he would knock Dominick 
out.

Vincent’s German Orphan Asylum on Hogan 
street, between O’Fallon street and Cass 
avenue. Hoffmann is a teamster whose wife 
is dead and he placed his three children in 
the asylum believing himself to be dying. 
He recovered andnow wants his children. 
The oldest child’s name is only mentioned in 
the petition as the decision in the case will 
govern the disposition of the othertwo. The 
management of the asylum, it is understood, 
claim that that the children were placed in 
the institution underacontract. The writ 
was issued returnable Sept. 5. 


Damage Euits Filed. 

Rebecca Wolpert, by her guardian and 
father, Isaac Wolpert, filed’. suit to-day 
against the Mound City Railway Co. for $15,- 
000 damages. It is alleged that Rebecca, who 


is about 7 years old, while crossing the tracks 
of defendant at the intersection of Ninth and

The New York WorLD, Boston Globe, Phila- 
delphia Record and St. Louis Post-DISPA TCH 
have started a fund to be devoted to legiti- 
mate campaign work for the Democratic 
party in the West, particularly in Iowa, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Kansas and 
Nebraska.

Military Bands in St. Louis. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In reference to the article printed in your 
paper headed ‘‘A Military Band’’ on Aug, 28, 
please ailow me space to answer a few 
questions, make some corrections and statea 
few facts. 

The first reason St. Louls has not gota 
large first-class band is because the people 
of this city will not support one. It is 
very seldom that one can secure on 
engagement in this city for a band 
of over twenty-five  pleces. They in- 


variably look for the cheapest band they 
can secure. For an instance, our Knights 
Templar, when they went to Denver, sent to 
the country and got their bands, with the ex- 
ception of the Arsenal Band, while there were 
ten or twelve good bands In the city stayedat 
home. Our city bands asked $4 per day per 
man for the trip, and were told, ‘*‘We can get 
cheaper music from the country.’’ Our 
G. A. R. Go the same thing toa certain ex- 
tent. If they would only look at home and 
see what we have got and pay a living price 
for the service rendered, a big band could be 
supported here. St. Louls has the talent, but 
not the support. 

The State furnishing uniforms and in- 
struments and a place to practice for 
so largea bandisa mistake. The State has 
furnished one .uniform which cost about 
$10 in five years, and will not furnish itnstru- 
ments, and willonly allowa band of forty 
pieces toa regiment inthe State of Missouri, 
and the practice room is too small for twenty 
men to practice in, and in return for this the 
band must make four street parades, three 
dress parades inthe Armory, and play one 
week at the encampments. The First Regi- 
ment has a band now of thirty pleces, and 
are as good as any bandin the West with the 
same number, and they support themselves. 

If we had a few more men like Col. Wet- 
more and Mr. Rolla Wells, who would see 
that a military band was supoorted and 
when they have work for them give it to them 
at living prices, the band would soon make 
its own reputation. As it is now and has been 
for three years past the band has no support 
only the engagements they take for them- 
selves, and when they make a parade or big 
concert the papers the next day give the 
credit to the Arsenal Band, our uniforms 
being similar. The Arsenal Band Is like the 
St. Louls Browns, they are traveling on their 
past reputation. They have not got the mu- 
Sicilians they used to have when a man en- 
listed and had to stay five years, and now 
they cannot make much money by playing 
outside of the Barracks. 

I, for one, would like tosee a big military 
band here, and the ball has started to roll- 
ing, and if the merchants take the matter up 
and assist the men at the head of it now, who 
are Col. Wetmore and Mr. Edward Devoy, 
who is President of the Band Association, it 
can be done with ease.

District Attorney Reynolds Afraid of 
the Castor Oil Trust. 


HZ MIGHT BRING AN AVALANCHE OF 
RIDICULE ON HIMSELF. 


The Plans of the Trust Outlined by Nor- 
ris B. Gregg—St. Louis to Dose the 
World With Castor Oil—The Consum- 
er’s Discomfort Will Not Be Added To 
in the Least. 


As there is nobody willing to acknowledge 
such a deep interestin the consumption of 
castor of] as to interfere with the plans or 
the projected trust, the oil men of St, Louis 
who are in the dealare going ahead rapidly 
to consummate their arrangements and mo- 
nopolize the manufacture. — 

The trust was first decided upon several 
months ago, and the Columbian Manufactur- 
ing Co, was then organized under the laws of 
New Jersey to handlethe business. So faras 
is known at present only the St. Louts 
Oil companies that crush the castor 
bean are in the Columbian Manufacturing 
Vo., although the aim of the trust is to ab- 
sorb the other mills in the United States, 
control the entire output of the oll and ship 
itabroad. This could easily be done, forthe 
bean is principally cultivated in this country. 

The Southwestern States and the Indian 
Territory furnish the oll] manufacturers their 
principal supply of the bean. Indeed, 60 
favorable seems this climate for the pro- 
duction of the bean that it grows in many 
parts of St. Louis itself where gardeners 
have experimented with it, or people have 
encouraged its growth in yards for the sake 
of the ornament its broad, green leaves 
make. The growing plant may be seen in 
many front yards on Pine and Olive streets, 
between Twentieth street and Garrison 
avenue, and also on Eighteenth street 
just south of the bridge that 
spans the Mill Creek valley. India 
is the only other country that raises the bean 
in such quantities that it can De depended on 
by the manufacturers, but the industry here 
is protected by a heavy tariff on both the 
bean and the oil, and the mills do not, for 
this reason, fearany competitionin the im- 
porting of the raw material from 
abroad. The trust in St. Louls, therefore, 
already having one-half of the entire product 
ofcastor ollinthe United States in its con- 
trol, could easily get hold of the rest of the 
milis, sound as they are, and make the 
world’s supply of castor ollcome from St. 
Louis, 

THE HEADS OF THE TRUST TALK. 

This morning a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
found established in new offices in the Secur- 
ity Building, three of the heads of the trust, 
discussing plans and arranging their 
operations. One of these is Mr. 
F, Marsh, who not long ago 
was in the oll business in Kansas City, and is 
the chairman of the trust; another was R. 
D. Kirkpatrick, who manages the castor oil 
depaartment of the Missouri Linseed 

and the third = was Mr, 

. Gregy, fFresident of 

City Paint & Color Co, Mr. 
Paul Tracy, who is to be the secretary of the 
new concern, occupied the outer office. Mr. 
Gregg was told what the object of the visit 
was, and held a consultation with Mr. Marsh 
and Mr. Kirkpatrick. Returning to the sec- 
retary’s office from the inner room, he sai‘: 
‘*There is nothingtotell as yet. Wehave 
not decided upon the details of the business, 
and for that reason there is very little infor- 
mation to give that will interest any one, 
The new concern will handle castor oll and 
other olls, but we have not even decided 
whether its headquarters will be in St. Louts 
orelsewhere. Butitis nota trust and we do 
not intend to come into conflict with any law 
on the subject of trusts.’’ 

*‘**po the companies now making castor oil 
in St. Louis give up the manufacture wholly 
to the Columbian company and take stock in 
exchange?’’ 

‘*Well, they may go on making castor oll, 
ifthey please. Some of them haven’t been 
doing anything with castor oll for some time, 
You see, the manufactured castor oll isa 
very small thing compared with the other 
business to these companies, and only 
amounts to something in the aggregate. 
Yet it requires an enormous capital to 
zo into it. know thatthere is an impres- 
sion that one can manrfacture castor oll at 
very small expense, but thatisa mistake. 
There are the mills for crushing, the tankage 
andthecars. The manufacturers have been 
losing money fora good while past, noc in 
sinall sums, but In blg amounts. 

THE EFFECT ON THE PRICE. 

‘*The crushers have been fighting each other 
with savage competion. They have fought 
each otherin buying the bean and sent up 
the price, and after they had crushed 
they have gone into market and fought 
each other then running down the price, 
Last year, with all the expenses of getting 
the bean to the mill, we paid about $2.25a 
bushel forit. About fourteen pounds of oil 
can be made from a bushel, and that has 
been selling at llori2centsa pound. So you 
can see what competition has done for us.’’ 

‘*What effect will the new company have 
on the price of the oli to the consumer?’’ 

Mr. Gregg smiled broadly and retorted with 
the flippant question: 

**How many doses of castor oil do you sup- 
pose the average man takes in a year?’’ 

There were bo statistics at band on the sub- 
ject, and he went on, ‘‘Well, suppose he 
takes ten doses,’’ and the President’s hand- 
some face took on an appropriate airof dis- 
gust. ‘*‘That’s a big average for one man, I 
should say. Well, ifwe wereto put up the 
price 1 cent a pound, which 
is not going to be done, these 
ten doses would not cost the man 1 cent 
more, and if allthe babies in Christendom 
took it the total cost wouldn’t befelt. The 
price of she bean ts the thing that will make 
the price of theoil, anyway, and that will 
be controlled entirely by the farmers 
whoraise the bean. Altogether, the con- 
sumer will not know that there has been any 
change inthe method of manufacturing the

DISTRICT ATTORNEY REYNOLDS ON THE TRUST, 

United States District Attorney Geo, D, 
Reynolds was talking about the 
trusts in the United States. to-day, 
when he was asked if he intended to takeany 
proceedings against the Castor Oil Trust. In 
spite of his desire to regard the question ser!- 
ously, he dropped into a light vein in ais- 
cussing it. 

‘‘} would like to get hold ofa trust being 
organized here,’’ saidhe. ‘*‘That would be 
just what I have been looking for. But, 
would you guarantee that I wouldn’t be 
laughed of court if I started in on this one. I 
wantto get holdof a trust that is oppress- 
ing people, you know. There must be 
somebody injured to make complaint to 
me. And from what I understand about this 
trust, or whatever it is, there seems to be 
nobody injured, nobody squeezed out of 
business and no extortion from consumers, 
Why, how many people use castor oll? I’m 50 
years old and I don't know its taste. I don’t 
want tu take upa case when there would be 
no strong public sympathy with the prosecu- 
tion. That’sthe reason,’’ and the District 
Attorney laughed, ‘‘why I didn’t 
the rosecution against Ww 
ky ‘rust. didn’t peo- 
ple saying that I wanted cheaper 
whisky while all the whisky drinkers were 
willing to pay the ruling prices.

DUTY OF THE TREASURY. 


Secretary Foster’s Address on ‘Religion 
in Economy.’’ 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Four thousand people 
assembled in the Asbury Park auditorium at 
the National service yesterday afternoon to 
hear Secretary Foster. 

The services were opened with prayer by 
the Rev. James McCosh, ex-President of 
Princeton University. 

The subject of Secretary Foster’s address 
was announced as ‘‘Reiigionin Economy.’’ 
In the course of his remarks he said: ‘‘itig 
popularly supposed that the Treasury De- 
partment looks after the finances of the 
country, but, as a matter of fact, it looks 
after many other important matters. One 
of the most difficult duties of the 
department intrusted to my care 
is the proper administration of the immigra- 
tion laws. It is hard to determine absolutely 
if a man is brought here under contract or is 
likely to become a” publiccharge. A young 
man without a cent inp his pocket, but strong 
of heart and limb, is often tess liable to be- 
come a pauper than the weakly man with hig 
pockets fullof money. One of the greatest 
duties of the Treasury Department at this 
time is the care of the marine hospitals at all 
the ports of entry this country possesses. 

‘*My only regret is that the general govern- 
ment does not have a more complete control 
ofall those avenues for the introduction to 
the country of cholera and other infectious 
diseases. The local control of these quaran- 
tine stations is a relic of the old States’ right

‘Suspended Wheelmen Could Not Be 
_ Prevented From Racing. 


THE L. A. W. RACING BOARD FINDS A 
DEFICIENCY IN ITS RULES. 


Open. Championships and Official Timors 
Recommended—Umpire Barnie Foores 
St. Louisans—He Says Chris Instructs 
His Players to Kick— Combination Bet- 
ting at the Big Fight. 


New YORK, Aug. 29.—The Racing Board of 
the League of American Wheelmen has been 
making a careful study of its rules the past 
week and the discovery was made thatif a 
man disregarded a penalty of suspension 
placed upon him, the board could do nothing. 
No time was lost, however, to remedy the 
defect by the adoption of the following rule: 


**Any person under suspension who enters or 
competes in any race in publicor for a prize 
shall be Mable to further suspension for such 
contempt of rules at the discretion ofthe 
Nationai Racing Board.’’ 

The knowledge of the fact that allthe men 
who are under suspension could have gone on 
and competed isa sad blow to some of the 
men, who will now learn the fart too late to 
break out and defy the board. The action 
ofa certain referee, who recently officiated 
ata meeting in Philadelphia in allowing the 
scratch man to ride in the final without qual- 
ifying him for the same inthe trial heats, has 
been taken up by the boardand his decision 
adversely commented on and amendments 
to the rules adopted that will prevent any 
such action on the part of referees in future, 
It is decided by the board that such discrim.- 
. ination is manifestly unfair to the other men 
in the race to allow such a method of pro- 
cedure to gain prominence. Sucha decision 
on the part of the referee forces the handicap 
men to ride twice the distance to wih a race 
that the seratch men cover. 

It has been known for some time that the 
Racing Board were considering the advisa- 
bility of appointing official timers and also 
investigating the wisdom of continuing the 
present method of running the champlionship 
events. The outcome of the deliberations on 
these points is interesting, inasmuch as it 
puts the board on reco:u. <As regards 
official timers, it has been decided not to ap- 
point them this season owing to the lateness, 
andas the territory toBe covered in this 
country isso much — than that abroad 
where the system is in vogueit would be fool- 
ish to attempt properly to cover the ground 
untila thorough districting of the country 
could be made. The matter is therefore 
recommended to the next board with the sug- 
gestion that such a system be adopted. 

Official declaration is made that the pres- 
ent system of championships Open to win- 
ners of division championship only is not the 
most desirable method, and the recommend- 
ation made thatthey ve thrown open tothe 
world. This is the proper meaning of the 
championship term in its broadest sense and 
should prevail. Next year they will un- 
doubtedly be run that way. 

It has been decided not to sanction bicycle 
races scheduled for Sundays. The reason for 
this move is that it is belleved ths sport can- 
not be elevated by such events, and they 
should be discouraged by the board. 

Sanctions have been granted the following 
clubs to hold races: Medina (0,.) Bicycle Club, 
Sept. 7 and 8; Newburg (O.) Athletic Club, 
Sept. 5; Canton (O.) Bicycle Club, 
Sept.5; Lansing (Mich.) Bicycle Club, Sept. 
16; Zig Zag Cycling Club, Indianapolis, Sept. 
Yand 10; Delaware City (U.) Fair Association, 
sept. 7and8; Oak Leaf Wheelmen, Stockton, 
Cal., Sept. 16 and 17; Mobile (Ala.) Athletic 
Association, Sept. 9.

Offices in This City. 

Latest advices to Missouri Pacific head- 
quarters in this city from the wreck at Hoo- 
ton, a station just beyond Crawford, Mo., 
Which occurred Saturday night, report the 
wreck cleared away and traffic resumed. 
The list of killed and injured, as knowaz to 
the general offices, is as follows: John Sey- 
bold, fireman of west-bound train, No. 125, 
crushed under a box car, his body now at the 
Morguein this city; James M. Goodwin, a 
painter, living at. No. 2800 De Kalb street, in- 
jured about back and hips, now at the City 
Hospital; Engineer Joe Condon, 
two scalp wounds -on head and hand 
bruised, also at the hospital; Brakeman 
W. M. Raper, injured internally and brought 
tothe City Hospital; Brakeman Patterson 
and Engineer Catran of the opposing east- 
bound train jumped from their train and 
were but slightly injured. The wounded men 
brought to the City Hospital on the first train 
to arrive fromthe scene of the wreck at 10 
o’clock last night are this morning reported 
to be suffering considerable pain, but are not 
believed to be in anv danger. 

James Goodwin, one of the 
was ridinginacarof oats, against orders, 
reports that there was another man from 
Providence with him whose name he did not 
know. Goodwin thinks this man was in- 
jured in the wreck and drowned in the river 
into which theircar wasthrown. The work- 
ers at the wreck have searched for the body 
in vain and it is supposed to bein the river.

MARKINGS ON MARS. 


Resuit of Prof. Pickering’s Observations 
at Arequipa, Peru. 


NORTHFIELD, Minn., Aug. 29.—Prof. William 
H. Pickering of Harvard College Observa- 
tory, who Is stationed at Arequipa, Peru, ob- 
serving the opposition of Mars, has written 
as follows to Astronomt and Astrophysics, the 
astronomical journal published here: 

**‘T have previously called attention tothe 
important effectof ourown atmosphere in 
misleading judgment as to the true colors ex- 
hibited by the heavenly bodies. A good il- 
lustration of this may be obtained from a 
mountain summit on acloudy day. The dis- 
tant greens of the landscapejare at once 
changed to gray, either by the passing over 


them ofacloud shadow, or by the passing 
Of avery thin mist between them and the 
eye. Inthe former case they become darker 
and inthe latter lighter, but in either case 
the greenish hue entirely disappears. 
The sudden changes of color exhibited by 
some of the smaller areas upon the planet 
Mars 8re sometimes almost startling. Later 
as the sun cameup the color of the snow 
changed toa bright yellow, the rest of the 
disc changing in the meantime to orange. 
Later the seeing improved, several of the 
canals became visible, and the snow became 
as colorless as upon our. surrounding 
mountains. The two former effects were 
probably due to bad seeing, the fluctuations 
of our own atmosphere super-poring the 
colors of the surrounding regions upon 
the snow. We have laid it down 
as a rule never to rely greatly 
upon our color observations unless the 
snowcaps of the planet appear perfectly col- 
orless and the canal system is well defined. 
These conditions we find always. combined 
with the best seeing. For these delicate 
color observations it will, therefore, be seen 
that not only do we reyuire a telescope of the 
best. quality,but also the very best obtainable 
atmospheric conditions. 

In studying the smaller dark regions, such 
as the northwestern part of the Syrtis Major, 
great differences of color have been noted 
from night tonight,and I have colored 
sketches in my possession taken at different 
times, in which it is represented as gray, as 
green, as blue, as brown and evenas violet. 

The latter color was so extraordinary that 
lendeavored to make that portion of the 
planet appear to my eye of some other color, 
but it was impossible, and no other color but 
Violet lake could be madetomatchit. This 
color upon the planet has beenonly seen by 
me once since. The brown color above noted 
was undoubtedly dueto bad seeing. At one 
time I felt convinced that the real color of 
the darkest spots upon the planet was a deep 
biue, and this may in reality be the case, but 
of late, under favorable circumstances, they 
have appeared tometobe of an absojutely 
colorless gray. 

The most striking markingupon the planet, 
and that most readily seen witha small tele- 
scope, is the Syrtis Major or Y mark. Thisis 
nearly central in the sixth position of the 
planet. This regionin 18909 was interesting 
as containing the most conspicuous canals 
visible upon the planet, excepting the large 
one which terminates the Syrtis Major upon 
the north. At this opposition these canals 
are too far north to be well seen. The fourth 
and third regions of the planet are both un- 
interesting. The second position is interest- 
ing as showing the great southern ocean, 
which is nearly as conspicuous as the Syrtis 
Major itself. 

Wenow come toacurious feature of the 
observations, namely, the actual change in 
color, which, eliminating all probable 
sources Of error, the planet really seems to 
undergo. Whenthe Syrtis Major is central, 
beforethe autumnal equinox of the Northern 
hemisphere, the region to the east is seen to 
be more greenish than thatto the west. As 
the season wears on the difference in color 
becomes less marked and the greenish hue is 
confined more closely to the region bordering 
the Syrtis on the east. The two arms of 
Syrtis are not of equal breadth, the eastern 
arm being nearlg twice as wide as 
the western arm. Karly in 1890 
the entire region inclosed be- 
tween the arms of the Syrtis Major as 
farasthe snowcap, was ofa brilliant green 
color. Eleven days before the vernal equinox 
of the southern hemishere, a yellow spot ap- 
peared atthe extreme northern point of the 
triangular area. As the season advanced 
this yellow spot increased in area till it cov- 
cred the whole region as far south as could 
be seen. This year,when first observed, this 
area was entirely green, but on May 9, or 
seventeen days before the equinox, the yel- 
low or perhaps reddish spot appeared inthe 
Same place and it will be interesting to de 
termine asthe season advances if this color 
again advances toward the pole. Changes to 
the east of the Syrtis Major have also been 
noticed by Sehiaparelli. These he ascribes to 
extensive foods. On June 8 there was a large 
greenish area visible in longitude 180, latitude 
30 north, and by July 16 this spot could not be 
found. The large crescent-shaped area in 
the northern part of the planet at one time 
was quite dark, yet one evening It was 
painted green, and the ocean tothe south of 
it blue, the difference in color one evening 
being very clear. On March 22 of the present 
year the crescent was well shown, 
but was much fainter when it 
was again suspected of being 
blue, but the color coutd not be satisfactorily 
confirmed. The crescent now is too far north, 
owing to the motion of the planet, to be‘satis- 
factorily studied.’’

Sanitary Officer Francis. 
—— 

HE ASKS FOR AN INCREASE OF THE 

SANITARY FORCE. — 


A Thorough House-to-House Inspection 
Necessary te Protect the City Against 
the Scorge—The Fashionable District 
West of Vandeventer Auenue One of 
the Most Dangerous Spots. 


Chief Sanitary Officer Francis to-day ad- 

dressed a letter to Health Commissioner 
Brennan, in which he calls attention to the 

telegraphic reports showing the spread of 
cholera in various European countries. He 

says that while it isa matter of conjecture 
whether St. Louis will be visited by the epli- 

demic it is a matter of policy to be. 
forearmed, so ag to battle with it in case of 
its appearance. The general sanitary condi- 

tion of the city is tairly good, the letter 
States, but there is considerable work to be 
done before it is made by any means perfect. 

There are some few plague spots against 
which vigorous measures should be taken 
at once. This work should be done 
by the sanitary division of the Street 
Department and the present foree ig 
not large enough forthe purpose. An addi- 

tional force of twelve men Is recommended, 
three of whom are to be detailed to disinfect- 
ing and oneto office work. The balance are 
to be sanitary inspectors. 

As to the money to meet this extra expense 
Mr. Francis states that the amount remain- 
ing from the appropriation for sanitary of- 
ficers would be sufficient to meet the expenses 
of the present force and also of the 
proposed additional force for a period of 
three months, andas the Municipal Assem- 
bly meets in the latter part of September, 
an additional appropriation could beasked 
forthis emergency. The Health Department 
should take immediate steps, however, to 
get matters in sh&pe fora thorough clean- 
ing, and then there can be no 
blame attached to it for delay. 
With this end in view Mr. Francis 
recommends that the Board of Health 
meet in consultation with the Mayor and 
Comptroller and the Committees on Ways 
and Means of both houses of the Municipal 
Assembly. If the recommendations are ap- 
proved a set of rules is asked for to guaran- 
tee strict discipline and thorough efficiencyjin 
accomplishing the work. 

THE DANGEROUS DISTRICTS. 

When seen inreference tothe letter Sant- 
tary Officer Francis said to a PoOsT-D1IsPaTCH 
‘Yes, I think the matterof the 
greatest importance at the present time: 
St. Louls is not so safe in the event of an epi- 
demic as most people imagine. It is justin 
some portions of the city, where the people 
think themselves the safest, that the most 
favorable conditions exist to-day, for 
the spread of cholera, should it 
once make its entrance into St. 
Louis. The district west of Vandeventer 
avenue, for instance has no paved alleys and 
hence when servants are allowed to throw 
slops, manure and refuse of all kinds into 
them itis almost impossible to prevent the 
polsonous matter from seeping into the soil 
and making ita hot bed for the germs of 
disease. In the district west and south of the 
Old Manchester road and east of Macklin 
avenue, lying south of the _ rallroad 
tracks, there are no sewers and 
no water except that supplied from wells, 
This same condition of affairs prevails in the 
district north of the Fair Grounds, extending 
beyond Newstead avenue and between the 
Natural Bridge road and Florissant avenue. 
In these districts the out vaults are mere 
holes dug in the ground, and the 
seepage from them gets into the water of the 
wells and poisons them. ; 

DOWN TOWN WELLS. 

In the downtown districts the most dan- 
gerous are those streets lying within the 
boundaries of the old Twelfth dnd Four- 
teenth Wards, or between Eleventh street 
and Jefferson avenue and Wash and Mul- 
lanphy ,streets, and between Thirteenth 
street and Jefferson avenue and Mullanphy 
and Hebert streets. In 1885 there were 7il 
wells in the first district and 855 in the oth- 
on,” 

‘*and how many are there now?’’ 

‘‘Justas many, ifnot more. I sald 1885, 
because in that year we hada cholera scare 
and some $16,000 were raised by the citizens 
to clean certain portions of thecity. At that 
time we examined and located 6,640 wells. Of 
this number 4,473 were analyzed for chlorine 
gasonly. Of this latter number. 2,830 wells 
were found to contain more than 
6 per cent of the gas, which 
rendered the water dangerous for drinking 
purposes. Some of them contained as high 
as 25 and 30 per cent, and these were usually 
found to be located in the most thickly 
settied portions ofthe city. Al by Tower 
Grove Park andthat district the percentage 
was from one-third,.to 2and 8 per cent, which 
showed there was littie or no poisonous seep- 
age in those localities. These wells could all 
be looked to later, but the matter of cleaning 
isof immediate importance, and should be 
attended to at once.’’ 

‘‘Isnot the Street Commissioner engaged 
on that work at present?’’ 

‘*Yes, but the cleaning in his department 
does not go far. enough. 1 know that Maj. 
Murphy Is anxious to have all the down-town 
alleys and streets cleaned and put In thor- 
ough condition, and I see he has acttially set 
to work upon it, but the cleaning I suggest Is 
one based on a house to house Inspection. 


The yards and closets and everything about 
the premises should be cleaned, and when 


| necessary disinfectants used. This' systenr 


can only be accomplished by experienced 
men, and after long and hard work, 

The police officers should be more active In 
their duty in those districts where the 
alleys are not paved, and arrest all per- 
sons caught throwing rubbish into them. A 
few arrests would tend greatly toward abat-— 
ing the nuisance,’’ 

In conclusion Mr. Francis said: ‘*I do not 
think we need be alarmed about the cholera 
getting to St. Louls for some time, but all 
large cities in the East have taken great pre- 
cautions and we should certainly not neglect 
to be prepared to meet any emergency. It 
would cost but very little Gompared tothe 
benefits to be derived.’’ 

CHOLERA IN 8T. LOUIS, 

Tife cholera first appeared in St. Louis in 
1832 when the population was about eight 
thousand; there were reported to be about 
twenty deaths a day, but no record of the 
total number was ever kept, In 1849, "50, "51, 
and ’52it was never wholly absent from the 
city. It was brought here from New Orleans 
by one of the Mississippi River steamers. The 
deaths from cholera in 1849, as compiled 
from the most authentic sources, were 4,555, 
In 1850 there were 884; in 1851, 845; In 1852, 802, 
It then ceased, only to break out a in 
1854, when the total numberof deaths was 


,5a4. 
In 1866 the rava of the disease were 
nearly as bad as in 184. In this year 3,527 
people died of cholera, and in 1867 there were 
o8ideaths. In 1873 there was another mild 
epidemic in which 392 deaths were attributed 
to the Asiatic plague. Since 1878 the city has 
been free from cholera. -.

LABOR’S DISCONTENT. 


— _— — 


Rev. Elmer E. Willey Preaches on the In- 
dustrial Situation. 

The causes of discontent among working- 
men was the subject of a sermon delivered 
last night by Rev. Elmer E. Willey, pastor of 
the Congregational Church of the Redeemer. 
The speaker began by calling attention to the 
especial prosperity and greatness of the 
United States. Hesaidthat God had appar- 
ently resolved that the people of this coun- 
try should enjoy the utmost wealth, 
health, happiness and prosperity. But de- 
Spite this, alarge proportion of the popula- 
tion was restless and discontented. ‘here 
must bea cause for this, and some idea of 
that cause could be attained by attendingany 
one of the great labor conventions that are 
held, and by studying the problems of labor 
unionsand strikes. Only last week there 
was actual labor war in three States, and 
while twenty-five years ago labor had 
no voice in dictating to capital, 
now the doctrine of industrial re- 
form is being widely circulated. 
The causes of this labor discontent are the 
unequal distribution of the products of labor. 
Wages have not increased in proportion with 
the growth of wealth. Improved machinery 
has greatly léssened the demand for skilled 
labor. it has alsocaused a division of labor 
which is agalmst the workingman in thatit 
increasesthetime of his enforced idleness 
duringayear. Halfthe wage-earners of St. 
Louis are not six months removed from 
Starvation, some notten days. Onan equl- 
table basis, wages in thelast thirty years 
should bave increased 300 percent. They 
have increased only 16 per cent. The alarm- 
ing growth of large fortunes proves that 
there is a dangerous tendency towards 
centralization, Thisisthe greatest menace 
to labor.
